The effect of the substitute from the 
House willbe to pay these judgments, 
and to require the Secretary of the 
Treasury, under rules, to adjudicate the 
claims for cotton seized after June Ist, 
1865.

1865. All other cases stand as before, 

The fund to pay these claims is in 
the Treasury, and held in trust for the 
Claimants. It amounts to $25,000,000, 
ot which ten million is barred by the 
statute of limitation.

 MERRIMON IN NASH. 

Thursday, May the 9th, will bea 
memorable day in the political history 
of Nash county. The large and _ intel- 
ligent audience that greeted our candi- 
date for Governor at his first appoint- 
ment, was gratifying evidence thac the 
ball which was set in motion at Greens- 
boro continues to roll on, gathering 
new strength and power in its course 
and carrying terror and dismay into the 

_ ranks of our opponents. 
In our Saturday’s issue we alluded to 
the good effects of Judge Merrimon’s 
effort and some account of the speeches 
of. the other gentlemen who addressed 
the Nashville meeting. We propose to- 
day to givea brief outline of the 
Judge’s arguments, as an attempt to 
report his speech in full would do him 
manifest injustice. 

He spoke for nearly three hours, aad 
during the delivery of his remarks, the 
people listened with undivided and 
riveted attention. The deep interest 
manifested by his hearers must have 
been highly gratifying to the speaker. 

Judge Merrimon commenced his re- 
marks by referring to the grand and 
glorious Convention at Greensboro, 
which had,conferred: upon him tbe dis- 

tinguished ‘honor, an honor which he 
dic not “feel at liberty to decline, of 
bearing the banner of the friends of 
Constitutional liberty in the present 
Gubernatorial canvass in North Caro- 
lina, He thought it appropriate to be- 

~ gin the campaign in the county of Nash 
—a county which was the first to move 
in the work of ‘organization—a county 
which “first appointed delegates to 


Greensboro—a. county whose citizens 


were distinguished for their love of lib- 
erty, of independence and of Constitu- 
tional Government.

The Judge said the Republican party 
was founded on one idea, and a single 
principle—opposition to negro slavery 
at the South. In order to bring about 
emancipation, their leaders before the 
War were willing to “let the Union 
slide.” It was emphatically “the high- 
er law” party at its very inception. 


Constitution was a league with hell and 
covenant with death,” and to carry out 
their peculiar views, they were willing 
to sec the principles of the Constitution 
subverted. Inthe prosecution of the 
war, the voice of civil liberty at the 
North was silent, and the fundamental 
law a dead letter.

He cited these facts 
to show how the right of trial by jury 
had been violated. While Judge Mer- 
rimon denounced crime, and the per- 
petrators of crime for whom he had no 
apologies, in the strongest terms, he said 
every man, no matter what crime he 
had committed, was entitled to a fair 
trial, according to the haw oi the land, 
and those who tried him in any manners 
except in accordance with law, them- 
selves became.criminals, 


The Radical party have, by the sword, 
changed the character of the Govern- 
ment of eleven States ; and these eleven 
carpet-bag- governments would have. 
nad no validity if they had not after- 
wards been submitted to by the peo- 
ple. The Supreme Court of the United 
States have recently made a decision on 
this point, in which they hold the Gov- 
ernments in the South were revolutiona- 
ry and were valid only because the peo-.

THE APPOINTMENT OF DELE- 
GATES TO BALTIMORE. 


By the terms of a resolution passed 
at the Greensboro’ Convention, our 
State Eexecutive Committe are empow- 
ered and directed to appoint the dele- 
gates from North Carolina to the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention, which 
will be held in Baltimore on the ninth 
of July. This is a highly important 
duty, and one that merits the careful 
consideration of the committee. The 
delegates will have upon themselves 
the responsibility of determining the 
course of North Carolina in the Con- 
vention ; of deciding whether her vote 
and influence shall be cast in favor of 
the endorsement of the Cincinnati nom- 
inees, or for a straight-out Democratic 
ticket. In coming toa conclusion upon 
this subject, the result of which may be 
fraught with so much of god or evil 
to the country, they will have to be 
guided by their own convictions of 
right, the sentiment of the press and 
the people, and the highest interests of 
their over-burdened State. 

North Carolina is entitled to twenty 
delegates, two from each Congressional 
District, and four from the State at 
large. We presume the Committee 
will also appoint alternates. The ap. 
pointment of delegates from the sever- 
al Districts will, we presume, be left to 
a considerable extent, to the members 
of the Executive| Committee from 
the respective Districts, while the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee together 
with such other members as attend 
the meeting in Raleigh, will select the 
four delegates at large. The Commit- 
tee will doubtless see to it that the 
men who are seni to Baltimore shall be 
true representatives of the Democracy 
of North Carolina, men of liberal views, 
of present weight of intelligence and 
cf discretion. 

Whitle-however, the selection of able 
and discreet delegates is of vital impor- 
tance, there is another consideration, 
which, with all deference, we would 
call to the attention of the Committee.
